HELSINKI, Oct. 26 (AP).—Fin- 
land’s Finance Minister, Vaeinoe 
Tanner, fresh from important talks 
in the Kremlin, declared today he 
believed that Soviet, Russia and 
Finland could reach an agreement 
in Russia's drive for a more domi- 
nant position in Northern Europe. 
Negotiations have “gone forward 
a little,” said Tanner. soon after 
he returned with Finland's chief 
idelegate, Dr. Juho Kusti Paasikivi, 
from Moscow for consultations with 
their home government on revised 
and modified Soviet demands.

Estimate Germans Now 
Have 1,500,000 Men on 
West Front and in Sup- 
port Areas. 


PARIS, Oct. 26 (AP).—French 
land and air patrols were reported 
today to have returned from rec- 
onnaisance assignments with infor- 
mation indicating the Germans 


on the Western front. 

The French said their scouts told 
of huge troop concentrations and 
supply arrangements usually  re- 
garded as forerunners of a major 
offensive, They estimated the Ger- 
mans now have 1,500,000 men on 
the front and in support areas.

“This inevitably leads to pro- 
found disorganization of the sup- 
ply of the peaceful civil population 
with necessities, gravely endangers 
the health and lives of the peaceful 
population and portends innumera- 
ble calamities for the masses of 
people. 

“It is known that universally rec- 
ognized principles of international 
law do not permit air bombardment 
of peaceful’ population of women, 
children and aged people.

A. H. Allison, vice-president of 
the State Fox Hunters’ Association, 
said dog thefts could be handled 
but “we have to learn to cope with 
the poisoner. He has no conscience 
which would deter him. He will 
confide in no one. We almost have 
to catch him in the act.” 

George O. Free, secretary of the 
Dog Lovers’ Association, said: “We 
owe it to our dogs to stop this 
thing.” To illustrate how vigilant 
members of the organization had 
become, he related an incident that 
happened last Saturday night. The 
wife of an officer of the associa- 
tion finished eating a bag of pea- 
nuts and threw the empty bag from 
her automobile. She was followed 
all the way home by another car, 
driven by a neighborhood vigilahte, 
who thought she might be the dog 
poisoner. 

Arnold A. Amundsen, managing 
director of the Humane Society of 
Missouri, offered to give dogs to 
those whose pets had been poi- 
soned. He said, “You couldn't call 
in an exterminator to get rid of 
those rats who killed your dogs.” 


They permitted her to do hairdress-| 
ing ‘and she earned from $10 to $20;

She gave me the money for it be- 
cause she wanted me to be properly 
clothed when I came to’ Washing- 
ton seven months ago for this job 
I have.

Hiram Shekell, a WPA truck 
driver, related to the reporter that 
he hauled two 15-foot lengths of 
galvanized iron drain pipe from 
the WPA airport project to the 
Bramur job at the direction of 
Copeland and Jerry Bradfield, then 
president of the Bramur company. 
He said he also saw WPA work- 
ers pouring concrete and hauling 
gravel and cinders at the Bramur 
site. 


Tan and Carleton Reeves, broth- 
ers, both employed as WPA truck 
drivers, said they hauled gravei for 
three or four days from a hill near 
Bradfields’ home to the Bramur 
fill.

‘plant. Neither the Reeves brothers 
nor other WPA laborers who told 
‘of materials or work at the Bramur 
job had any knowledge as to 
whether or not the WPA had been 
compensated. 


Another truck driver, Wesley 
Stephens, said he hauled more than 
30 loads of gravel to the Bramur 
job, but did not know by whom he 
was paid. He said the gravel was 
loaded by WPA laborers, and that 
he worked under the direction of 
Copeland, 

Walter Reason and George 
Thorn, carpenters employed by the 
Bramur company in 1937, told the 
reporter that Copeland spent a 
great deal of time at the job, and 
said that WPA workers helped with 
the concrete pouring and the car- 
penter work; however, they did not 
know how these men were paid.

pi te: of Columbia U., 
Defines Education. 


More than 350 former students, 
parents and patrons attended the 
Community School's twenty-fifth 
anniversary dinner last night at 
Hote] Jefferson to pay tribute to 
the work of the school, one of the 
first progressive elementary insti- 
tutions in *+the country. Beginning 
with a kindergarten class of 11 chil- 
dren, the institution has grown into 
schools at 400 De Mun avenue and 
at Clayton and Lay roads, Ladue, 
each with a kindergarten and six 


grades. 

The principal speaker at the din- 
ner was Dr. William Heard Kilpat- 
rick, professor emeritus of Teach- 
ers’ College, Columbia University, 
who spoke on the aims of the mod- 
ern system of education. Dr. Kil- 
patrick had an important part in 
the development of the school, as 
he was frequently consulted on edu- 
cational matters by the school’s 
founders and directors. 

Purpose of Education. 

The speaker, who retired last 
year as head of the Teachers’ Col- 
lege department of philosophy, de- 
clared the purpose of a progressive 
education system is to develop well- 
adjusted personalities and rich, all- 
round living with the’necessary 
techniques for success; to instill re- 
gard for the rights and feelings of 
others, and to train children to act 
on thinking. 

It was his thesis that children 
will learn what they live; that edu- 
ication is based upon experiences and 
reactions to situations. Learning, 
ihe asserted, is that name we give 
to the fact that things enter into 
the “stream of experience” and 
stay with the child to effect what 
follows. These things were not only 
academic facts, but thoughts, feel- 
ings, impulses and physical move- 
ments, he said. 

Learning Through Living. 


“Learning through life and liv- 
ing is a continuous process, and 
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it is a hundred times more fre- 
quent and a hundred times more 
important than the learning we 
used to get under the old conven- 
tional school system,” he said. 
“Coérced learning is hazardous. 
Coercion is an action against one’s 
inner will. Where there is coercion 
there is less acceptance of what 
we are forced to do outwardly, and 
it is likely to cause a permanent 
source of irritation in a child. 


“A school is a place of living, 
and our aim should -be to make 
that living as fine, as efficient and 
as moral as we can, We must 
work, therefore, on the child's in- 
ner attitudes by supplying favor- 
able and stimulating influences, 
and by positive guidance. But this 
does not mean the teacher should 
stand idly by, smiling, hoping and 
praying that it will turn out all 
right. The teacher must work, 
more and harder than ever before 
—but indirectly. 

“Under this plan will the child 
really learn anything that counts?” 
Dr. Kilpatrick asked. “I believe 
he will learn every desirable thing 
at least as well, and the more de- 
sirable things, those that contribute 
to creative thinking and character, 
he will learn much better.” 


Gifts to Director and Teacher. 


A silver tea service was present- 
ed to Miss Virginia Stone, director 
of the Community School since 
1926, and Miss Helen D. Stout, an 
instructor at the school for 19 
years, received a silver brooch. The 
gifts were in recognition of their 
service with the institution. 

Other speakers were Samuel P. 
Goddard, who spoke briefly on the 
history of the school and the Rev. 
George Tittman, assistant rector of 
the Church of St. Michael and St. 
George, who spoke in behalf of the 
school’s newly-organized Alumni 
Association. 

A skit was presented by former 
students who sang songs under the 
direction of Mrs. Virgil Loeb. An 
electrical transcription of a scene 
from “Victoria Regina,” as played 
by Barbara O'Neil and Vincent 
Price, Community School _ grad- 
uates, was put on the public ad- 
dress system. Miss O’Neil and

this at a Geneva conference in 1932 
—“‘all except Germany and Soviet 
Russia,’ he said. 

Debate on Use of Flag. 

The Senate then rejected, with- 
out a record vote, another amend- 
ment by Senator Danaher to re- 
tain an embargo against the sale 
of bombing planes to warring na- 
tions, even though the embargo be 
removed as to all other weapons. 

The restriction on the use of the 
flag provoked sharp debate. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, de- 
clared he did not see “how we can 
tell a vessel outside of our juris- 
diction what it can or can not do.” 

Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
argued the prohibition could not be 
enforced “except by war.” 

Senator Norris (Ind.), Nebraska, 
objected that Barkley’s proposal did 
not provide for a court trial of any 
foreign vessel accused of violating 
the prohibition, and Senator Borah 
(Rep.), Idaho, took the view that 
the penalty Barkley suggested was 
“too light.” 

Senator Neely (Dem.), West Vir- 
ginia, in a formal speech, predicted 
that, if Hitler won the war with 
England and France, he would at- 
tack the United States within five 
years, He pictured a conquered 
England and France, reduced to 
puppet states, with their navres and 
island possessions in the hands of 
Germany.

“The City of Flint, en route to 
Glasgow, was searched on the At- 
lantic by a German warship a few 
days ago and captured because con- 
traband was established,” the state- 
ment said. 

Defending the action of the Nazi 
prize crew in carrying the ship to 
the Russian port of Murmansk, the 
statement said: 

“Because of damage by the sea, 
the ship had to efiter the harbor at 
Murmansk under direction of the 
German prize command.” 

Because of the alleged contraband 
cargo, it was said that Russia had 
agreed to release the ship to Ger-

The statement said that the ques- 
tion of whether contraband formed 
more than one-half of the cargo 
“plays no’ part in the seizure of the 
ship.”

Frank M. Mayfield Says 
National Committee He 


Runaway Increases. 


- 


Why United States retailers be- 
lieve a general price inflation aris- 
ing out of the war in Europe would 
be disastrous, and what they are 
doing to prevent it, were outlined 
to the Post-Dispatch today by 


Frank M. Mayfield, president of 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney, who 
is chairman of a new committee 
appointed by the National Retail 
Dry Goods Association to prevent 
a “vicious upward spiraling of 
prices.” 

The committee, composed of 36 
merchants from various important 
cities, met last week in Washing- 
ton and discussed the problem of 
price inflation both at its own ses- 
sions and at a conference with Leon 
Henderson, a member of the Secu- 
rities Exchange Commission, and 
Senator Joseph A. O’Mahoney of 
Wyoming, chaimman of the Monop- 
oly Committee. 

Members were agreed, Mayfield 
said, that it was essential to the 
nation’s economic stability that any 
abrupt, runaway rise in price lev- 
els be prevented. 

“We realized that it was impossi- 
ble to prevent a rise of some sort 
due to the war and to other eco- 
nomic factors such as the wage- 
and-hour act,” he explained, “but 
we did feel th: t we could help slow 
down any fast rise, make it a grad- 
ual process, and thus prevent a lack 
of balance between the price level 
and purchasing power. 

Unit Volume Increase Sought. 

“The more industry can hold 
down the unit cost of goods, the 
more permanent will be our pros- 
perity. If we can hold down the 
lag between prices and consumer 
income, we will increase unit vol- 
ume in the stores and the stores 
will have ample prosperity today 
without having to pay the piper 


later. Retailers want to make 
‘their? profits out of an increased 
‘volume of units sold, rather than 
from an increased profit per unit. 

“We all remember how the thing 
went in the last war. Prices sky- 
rocketed constantly, and the profits 
of retailers were large, not because 


by either retailers or consumers, 
i

BRITISH CONCEAL 


OSES AT SEA 


Berlin Spokesman, While 
‘Giving No Figures, Says 
Raiding Is More Success- 
ful Than London Admits. 


BERLIN, Oct. 26 (AP).—A Ger- 
man spokesman hinted today that 
Great Britain was not telling the 
whole story of the cost in British 
tonnage of the war at sea. 

The German Admiralty and Prop- 
aganda Ministry, however, for the 
time being, are giving no precise 
figuresé on the &ccomplishments of 
Nazi sea raiders. 

“Our sailors and aviators are out 
there, at Scapa Flow, in the North 
Sea and in the East Atlantic, mak- 
ing a good account of themselves,” 
a Propaganda Minister spokesman 


said,

The years passed, the depression 
came, and in 1935 McDonald was 
forced to go on relief for a while. 
Yet, through it all, he kept on his 
work, increasing each year the 
number of toys he aistributed, until 
last Christmas time he gave away 
presents for 882 boys and - girls. 
Friends, hearing of his work, gave 
lumber, paint and other materials. 
An electric company sent a power- 
driven saw to his aid. Others made 
cash donations with which he pur- 
chased mechanical games and dam- 
aged scooters and wagons, which 
he repairs. 


Crowded Toy Workshop. 


McDonald's workshop is already 
crowded with a pleasing array of 
doll beds, miniature bedroom sets, 
ironing boards, marble games, 
wheelbarrows and carts. He hopes 
within a month to have enough toys 
for 1200 children. To avoid confu- 
sion he has sent application blanks 
to churches and charitable organi- 
zations which may pe obtained by 
parents and filled at McDonald’s 
home.

McDonald, a bachelor, 51 years 
old, makes his home with his aunt 
in a three-room flat.

Germany Lacks Full Data. 


“Germany is issuing no statis-} 


tics. In fact, Germany has only 
an incomplete picture of the suc- 
cesses of her actions at sea. 

“The accomplishments of airplane 
raiders are known. almost imme- 
diately but commanders of surface 
and submarine vessels report only 
when they have an opportunity to 
use wireless without danger of in- 
terception.” 

Raiding at sea is the German 
answer to British efforts to block- 
ade Germany, it was said in official 
quarters, and the raiding policy is 
being guided by Britain’s conduct 

of her blockade. 

Any cargoes in British ships 
which the British would hold up if 
they were destined for Germany 
are regarded as fair game for the 
German raiders. 

“We are doing to them what they 
ave trying to do to us,” was one 
comment in quarters close to the 
Government. 

German naval sources noted witn 
satisfaction that butter rationing 
is scheduled to be introduced in 
Britain and declared such a neces- 
sity’ was the result of harassment 
of British sea trade. 

54,000 Tons Lost in Two Days. 

The closest Germans have come 
to giving “any precise idea of the 
progress of the naval warfare was 
a DNB, official German news 
agency, announcement, last Satur- 
day that Britain had acknowledged 
the loss of seven ships grossing 54,- 
000 tons between Oct. 13 and 15. 
There was comment that the losses 
actually were considerably higher. 

(The British have reported losses 
since the outbreak of war of 45 
ships totaling 399,319 tons and dis- 
closed that German raiders had 
sent four, aggregating 17,761 tons, 
to the bottom yesterday alone.) 

British Admiralty reports, sub- 
mitted without comment, are the 
German’s only information on the 
little publicized sea warfare. With 
an announcement of yesterday's 
\sinkings, a Propaganda Ministry 
spokesman commented: 

“Anything more would come dan- 
gerously near revealing informa- 
tion which, in part, still is unknown 
to the British. At the moment it 
is not regarded as wise to be too 
specific.”

mark dropped by a newly-arrived 
German naval attache in Washing- 
ton. 

The remark, according to the 

News, was: 
.“From the moment the Athenia 
sank, Krupp (a salvage firm) 
marked it as the world’s richest 
wreck.” ; 

“According to the report now be- 
ing investigated,” The News went 
on, a London agent of the salvage 
companies obtained a copy of the 
Athenia’s manifest from the under- 
writers of her cargo. It was said 
to have included the following 
items: 

“$22,000,000 in gold metal. 

a “$37,000,000 in negotiable securi- 
es, 

“The German companies and the 
German admiralty had this infor- 
mation before the Athenia sailed 
from Liverpool and Glasgow on her 
fateful voyage.” 

The newspaper said it had con- 
tacted Eric Redford, Canadian rep- 
resentative of the Athenia’s owners, 
the Donaldson-Atlantic Line, in 
Montreal; who: said he was “not 
aware that there was any gold on 
the Athenia.”

Win or Lose? 


Is a modern football game won 
by one team or lost by the ‘other? | 
In other words, what would happen 
if two teams rated equal, we'll say, 
like Ohio State and Cornell, sched- 
uled to meet this week-end, each 
played through the 60 minutes 
without a tactical mistake? 

Would the game result in a score- 
less tie? Wouldn't it almost have 
to? 

You see, after a team has lost a 
game, you ask the coach of the de- 
feated eleven, what happened, the 
chances are 100 to 1 that he'll say, 
“They didn’t have to beat us; we 
beat ourselves. Why, we didn’t do 
anything right.” 

This coach isn’t putting forward 
He very likely is 
telling the plain, unvarnished truth. 
No less’ an authority than Dick 
Harlow, Harvard's head coach, has 
stated his belief that out of every 
100 touchdowns made this season 
in college games, 95 were made on 
individual defensive mistakes. 

That’s a big percentage, but Har- 
low explained that football today 
changes, not only from year to year 
but almost from week to week and 
that these changes demanded so 
great a variety of. defenses that the 
chance for individual error has 
vastly increased. 

What about the other five of the 
100 touchdowns? Well, Harlow at- 
tributes them to plays carried out 
with perfect technique. Which re- 
minds this observer of a Notre 
Dame-Army game in Chicago sev- 
eral years ago. Notre Dame, with 
Marchy Schwartz carrying the ball, 
tried the same play at least 15 
times. On 14 tries, the Cadets 
stopped the play; some Irish play- 
er had failed to carry out his as- 
signment. Then, the fifteenth time, 
Schwartz ran 40 yards for a touch- 
down. So perfect was the technique 
that he could have run 400 had it

Reviving a Good One.

NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (AP).—Startled out of a sound off-season 
slumber by the alarm of Brooklyn’s early rising Leland Stanford Mac-

by Court Appeal, Can Is- 
sue Order for $87,542, 
Including Penalties. 


Proceedings by the United States 
Collector of Internal Revenue to 
collect $87,542 income tax and pen- 
alties from. Irle T. Schachter, ‘St. 


Louis handbook proprietor, dre 
expected to follow the finding of 
the United States Board of Tax 
Appeals, which held yesterday that 
Schachter tried to defraud the Gov- 
ernment of $66,591 taxes due from 
1927 to. 1932, inclusive. 

Schachter has the privilege of 
appeal from the Board’s decision 
to the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals. Unless restrained by 
an appeal, the Collector of Internal 
Revenue has the power to issue a 
distraint order or levy against any 
property of Schachter which he 
may find. 


A lien for $23,722 income taxes 
was filed by the Government in Au- 
gust, 1938, against Schachter’s 
brother, Harry Schachter, known as 
Brass McDonald. In hearings here 
a year ago, Irle Schachter was rep- 
resented as an employe of his 
brother, conducting a small hand- 
book of his own. : 


The Tax Appeals Board, however, 
charged that Irle failed to file re 
turns on gross earnings of $2,149,721 
derived from 11 St. Louis race gam- 
bling establishments in six years. 
It stated that “The Puff” smoke 
shop, 611 Pine street, was the cen- 
ter of the business, and that out- 
of-town gambling business handled 
there averaged $100,000 gross a day 
in 1927-28-29. 


Other Schachter handbook places, 
the Tax Board said, were at 503 
Pine street, 612 Chestnut street, 417 
and 1208-10 Franklin avenue, 18 
North Sixth street (Laclede Hotel), 
620 North Tenth street, 5 North 
Eighth street, 1710 Market street 
and 4206 Finney avenue. The re- 
ceipts were deposited in eight St. 
Louis banks. In addition to the 
$66,595 deficiency income claimed 
for the six-year period, the Tax 
Board added $4298 fraud penalty 
and $16,649 penalties for failure to

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More Business Alone Can Put 
U.S. Income Up to Outgo, Hanes Says 


Treasury Under-Secretary Asserts Higher 
Taxes Will Help Little at Present 
Rate of Spending. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (AP). — 
Under-Secretary of the Treasury 
John W. Hanes said yesterday that 
“No matter how heavily we tax” 
there was no reasonabie possibil- 
ity of bringing up Federal income 
to meet Federal spending except 
through more business. 

Improved business, he said in a 


gpeech at the ninth annual New 
York Herald Tribune forum on 
eurrent problems, would mean 
“more national income, and I am 


convinced that this is the only 
logical way to improve our finan- 
eial situation if we are to main- 
tain our present economic  sys- 


tem.” 
The country, he remarked, has 


developed “a ten-billion dollar ap- 
petite with a five-billion dollar 
(tax) pocketbook.” 

In the 1939 fiscal year Federal 
expenditures exceeded what was 
taken in by about $3,600,000,000, 
Hanes said. 

“No matter how heavily we tax 
we cannot raise three or four (ad- 
ditional) billion dollars from pres- 
ent sources unless we get more on 
which to levy... . 

One Solution Suggested. 

“We now have the most power- 
ful tax system in our history. If 
we could put substantially all our 
present unemployed back to work, 
the accompanying increase in na- 
tional income would go far toward 
solving the problem.” 

“After taking all possible precau- 
tions and setting up all possible 
regulations against bad and 
crooked business, let us find every 
means we can devise to encourage 


honest business.” 


He said that even if “All of a 
widely discussed group of amend- 
ments were enacted” the personal 
income tax revenues would be in- 
creased by less than $250,000,000, 
and that to produce as much as 
one billion dollars more, at the 
present people’s income level, 
would “require a brutal increase” 
in rates. 

In any case, he continued, any 
increases from that source “would 
have to be in the middle and lower 
brackets since the upper brackets 
are perhaps already too high for 
the production of maximum re- 
turns. In‘my opinion, they have 
passed the point of diminishing 
returns.” 

What Tax Increases Would Bring. 

As to the corporation income tax, 
he remarked that even if it were 
double—and if for the purposes of 


argument no diminution resulted in|. 


tax base or revenues elsewhere”’— 
the resultant increase would be 
only $1,250,000,000. 

Similarly, he said, “an enormous 
rise in rates” in the estate and 
gift taxes would bring in not more 
than $400,000,000. Then he summed 
up: 
“Thus, outside the sales or ex- 
cise taxes, we canno. hope to raise 
more than about $2,500/000,000, even 
with rates more drastic than have 
ever been seriously contemplated. 
To bring in that much at presént 
national income levels would re- 
quire really shocking tax increases 
and would, I believe, defeat the ob- 
ject sought.” 

The problem of the needed addi- 
tional three to four billions, he said, 
was “without regard to the need for 
funds to retire outstanding debt.”

Speculation versus Investment 


ki planning for the future management of 
your estate, it 1s important to distinguish 
between investment and speculation. There are 
risks to investment, as well as to speculation, 
but they differ both in character and degree. 
Speculation looks to market movements — 
investment looks to fundamental values. Specu- 
lation tries to anticipate possible developments 
and necessarily makes many false starts and 
wrong appraisals. Investment, too, tries to an-. 
ticipate the future, but in making its decisions, 
gives more weight to present realities than to 


- 


_unpredictable possibilities. 


For example, when the N. R. A. was in- 
stituted in 1933 and the dollar devalued, specu- 
Jators jumped to the conclusion that inflation 
was inevitable and bid up prices of commodities 
and stocks in a short lived boom which soon 
collapsed. Investors, too, recognized the pos- 
sibility of inflation at that time but cautiously 


did not act on the mere possibility. 


Today investors and speculators alike, in 
their thinking, must try to appraise the effect 
of war upon commodity prices, bond yields, 
business activity and our entire economy. Such 
appraisal necessarily can be nothing 
mare than a recognition of the exist- 
ence of certain possibilities which 
cannot be measured or weighed. The 
duration of the war; the possible 


participation of this country, of Italy, and 
of other neutral countries, ahd the undefined 
position of Russia, are a few of the major 
uncertainties bearing upon the possible’ eco- 
nomic and financial consequences of war. 
Speculators may rush boldly in and, if fortu- 
nate, may successfully discount the future. In- 
vestors, on the other hand, must move more 
cautiously. In making investment decisions, 
they should give some weight to unpredictable 
possibilities but should give more weight to 
present realities. 
However appealing speculation may be to 
the active business man who'can afford to as- 
sume its risks, speculation should be rigidly 
excluded in planning for the future manage- 
ment of his estate. His estate plan should take 
into consideration present realities. One of 
these realities is the great future uncertainty 
created by a world war. Proper appraisal of 
this reality suggests that you should :provide 
continuous and experienced management for 
your estate and that, because you cannot an- 
ticipate the future, you should arm this man- 
agement with broad and flexible powers. 
In the management of estates and’ 
trusts, this institution assumes an 
investment role.

On 
one side he says, “St. Louis does not 
seem to possess within herself the latent 
power of civic regeneration,” and he then 
proceeds to condemn us to the devil and 
oblivion. This is pure muckraking, tom- 
myrot and nonsense. 

St. Louis has its many faults. Yes, it 
has its share of corruption, corruption 
that flows from the evil practices of big 
business, low wages, and slums, and as 
the sins of the father are visited upon 
the son, so does this corruption infect 
some labor leaders. Organized labor, rep- 
resenting some 180,000 men and women 
and their immediate families, in all, some 
500,000 citizens, has been amongst the 
first to condemn corruption wherever 
it appears, in business, in government or 
within its own ranks. 

Under collective bargaining, organized 
labor has increased purchasing power 
many fold. The open shop days of St. 
Louis with the dark, dank sweat shops 
of the past are disappearing, and with 
them are going the slums and the dark- 
ness of poverty. Organized labor, under 
able leadership, has become one of St. 
Louis’ important civic bodies. Labor sup- 
ported all of the New Deal measures 
aimed at civic improvement. 

To lump the city’s political leaders into 
one nest and dispatch them with the 
word “corruption” is a gross injustice. 
The people of St. Louis know well the 
actions of their chosen representatives, 
and in a proper manner, from time to 
time, they will politically safeguard their 
destinies against those who, in manner 
of the old Miller Republican party or of 
Pendergast, would use their office for 
other than the people’s good. 

Yes, some big business men have sought 
too often to protect their interests im- 
properly. The city fathers certainly have 
failed to pay closer attention to their 
knitting.

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BRITAIN’S WAR LEADERSHIP. 

Reviewing the names of the men who hold key 
positions in the war Government of Great Britain, 
this observation was made in a recent article in the 
Post-Dispatch: “The names in the news from Lon- 
don are for the most part those of the small clique 
of ruling families who maintain a tight hold on the 
tight little isle ... and thefe is no indication that 
the mass of the British people regard this as any- 
thing but right and natural.”

The citizen who doesn’t know what 
is going on in and around the City Hall, and doesn’t 
care, provides the perfect setup for boss government, 
waste and inefficiency. The great pity is that such 
a civic forum has never been’ held before in this 
city, and that its benefits reached such a relatively 
small group. The statements by various city of- 
ficials were instructive, but they presented only one 
side of the story. When another such institute is 
held—and it ought to be an annual event—the crit- 
ics should be heard as well as the advocates. 
Education in municipal affairs is a rich and rela- 
tively -unworked field. When answers to the ques- 
tionnaires distributed at the sessions are tabulat- 
ed, it will doubtless be seen that even the progres- 
sive citizens who attended still have much to learn. 
It is a cause in which numerous organizations can 
join without overcrowding, in which the public

Other heads of small coun- 
tries may look with envy upon Ireland’s 
remoteness from the Nazis and its assurance 
that it will not be invaded by Hitler, but I 
do not believe that President De Valera 
thinks he is so much better off than the 
rulers of other small nations, It is true that 
he and his Parliament have announced the 
neutrality of Ireland. 

But that was merely the starting-point of 
his troubles. How to preserve that neutrality 
is going to bother him as long the war lasts. 
For young Irishmen are volunteering for the 
British army by the thousands; the steamers 
that go irregularly from Ireland.to England 
are full of them. And that fact incenses 
those who are hoping that if things go badly 
with England they will be able to “redeem” 
the north and drive the British troops there 
into the sea. 

De Valera’s problem is to prevent the vio- 
lation of Ireland’s neutrality not only in 
favor of England, but also against it. Not

for Hitler. The Irish believe in democracy. 
But they want all Eire under one flag, and 
they want it with a passion that astounds 
the visitor who has perhaps thought that 
the many British concessions had finally 
satisfied them.

Soon after the declaration of neutrality, De 
Valera jailed a lot of revolutionists so that 
they would not make trouble. If it were 
possible for him to add to his unpopularity 
with the Irish Republican Army, the body 
which has been committing the bombing 
outrages in England, that would have done 
it. The extremists have long since forgotten 
everything that he did for Ireland in the 
early twenties and now have very much the 
same feeling for him that people are taught 
to have for Benedict Arnold or Judas 
Iscariot.

Meanwhile, some of the English angrily 
contrast LEire’s neutrality .with the en- 
thusiasm of New Zealand and Australia and 
Canada..

How will the Germans react to all this? 
So far, I believe, only one Irish ship has 
been sunk. It is obviously asking a good 
deal of a young submarine commander to 
be sure to sink Belfast ships and not Dublin 
and Cork ships. Some of the Irish mail 
ships have been suddenly transferred from 
the British to the Irish flag. Will Berlin 
object to this? During the last war En- 
gland captured ships under the American 
flag because they had been German vessels. 

Curiously the British crews of these mail 
ships struck when the Irish flag was hoisted 
on them because they were British sailors 
and wanted to sail under their own flag and 
because under the Irish law their wives and 
dependents would not be compensated if 
they were injured or drowned. So far no 
German submarine has entered an Irish 
harbor to bother De Valera with the ques- 
tion of internment. :

The Nazi movement flared 
and quickly waned. The totalita- 
rian idea is anathema to the Dutch, 
who never would tolerate interfer- 
ences with certain basic freedoms. 
In an emergency, they might accept 
the discipline of greatly increased 
authority, but they would never ac- 
cept the control of the state over 
religion, culture and the whole of 
private life. 

Since the end of the wars with 
Britain in the eighteenth century, 
the Netherlands has maintained its 
‘isolatiun from the conflicts of Eu- 
‘rope, departing from it in only one 
‘instance—when the Netherlands 
joined the League of Nations.

‘FREBRAND’ OPENS 


AT LITLE THEATER 


Season’s First Play Is Comedy 
About Benvenuto Cellini 
and Duke of Florence. 


HE Little Theater of St. Louis, 

which likes to start out with 

a costume play, Maunched its 
thirteenth season last night with 
a revival of 1924 Broadway success, 
“The Firebrand,” by Edwin Jus- 
tus Mayer. The production is im- 
peccably designed, costumed and 
staged and represents, visually, a 
high level of achievement for any 
non-professional theater. 

For purposes of entertainment, 
perhaps the choice is not so for- 
tunate. With the temperature in 
the 70s last night and the play- 
house stuffy, it was difficult for 
the audience to find the sight of 
heavily clothed actors and actresses 
amusing. On a cooler night, when 
the cast itself has more energy and 
less nervousness, “The Firebrand” 
may become as hilarious as it was 
on the stage or in the picture ver- 
sion, called “Affairs of Cellini.” 
The run continues through Nov. 4. 

The central character is, of 
course, that Florentine genius- 
about-town, Benvenuto Cellini, 
whose designs were both those of 
a silversmith and a Don Juan, The 
sort of person that Fredric March 
is in most of his screen and stage 
appearances, Cellini fights, loves 
and prevaricates with equal zest. 
Julian Luckett, the Civic Theater’s 
slick-haired leading man, curls his 
locks and wears mustache for this 
role, which he does well enough, 
considering that it is an impossible 
job except for a Fredric March, 
Dennis King or Errol Flynn, 

Next in line of importance is the 
Duke of Florence, the pettifogging 
old roue which Frank Morgan did 
so superbly on both stage and 
screen. Elliot Bergfeld, success- 
fully resisting the temptation to 
ape Morgan, loses sight of the 
character, which is more Morgan 
than Duke. 

The quota of beauty includes 
Jane Owsley as the Duchess, Doro- 
thy Remley as Angela, Cellini’s 
model, and Jane Garrett as an- 
other of the Cellini entourage. Mil- 
dred Basden dons horror makeup 
to play Angela’s hag of a mother. 

Since “The Firebrand” is sup- 
posed to be both bawdy and brawl- 
ing, a broader and faster style of 
playing might help it considerably.

pastry may mean a. variety of baked | 


products, Simmered down to its 
common meaning, however, pastry 
is the crust that incases a fruit, a 
custard, or a cream filling to make 
a pie. Sometimes this plain pastry 
is baked in small shells for. tarts, 
or used to wrap up fruit in a dump- 
ling.

an who aspires to be a good all- 
round cook can count her educa- 
tion complete until she is able to 
make plain pastry.

Plain Pastry. 

First step in mixing by this meth- 
od is to cut the solid fat into the 
flour and salt in order to divide the 
fat into small particles, to coat 
these particles with flour. Use a 
pastry cutter for this, or a fork, a 
couple of knives, or the fingertips. 
But when doing the mixing with 
the fingertips, work quickly so the 
fat will not. get too soft with the 
warmth of the fingers, Have the 
fat cold to begin with. 

Continue to cut the fat into the 
flour until. the mixture has a gran- 
ular appearance, with the size of 
the grains about the same as those 
in coarse corn meal. Then begin 
to add the final ingredient, water. 

Only a small amount of water is 
“enough for a pie crust.” A little 
more than enough, or a little less 
can make the difference between 
good and poor pastry. Too much 
water makeg the crust tough. Too 
little water results in a crumbly, 
heavy crust, 

Add the cold water, a little at a 
time, by sprinkling it over the sur- 
face of the flour and fat mixture. 
Combine each dampened part into 
dough, then push this aside and 
add water to the rest of the fat 
and flour, a portion at a time, until 
the mixture becomes a stiff dough. 

Roll out a little more than half 
the dough on a lightly floured 
board. When it is large enough to 
line a pie pan, fold it in half and 
slide it onto’ the pan. An easy 
way to see if the dough is large 
enough for the pan is to turn the 
pan upside down on the dough ahd 
judge by that. Pat the dough 
lightly to get rid of air bubbles 
that may have formed between the 
crust and the pan. If the crust is 
to be baked before the filling goes 
into it, prick the dough every two 
or three inches. 

When the crust fs baked first, 
many women like to put it on the 
outside of the pie pan, soit can- 
not shrink out of shape. Similarly, 
tart shells may be baked on the 
outside of muffin tins. About 10 
minutes in a hot oven (400 de- 
grees) is enough to brown either 
lightly. 

Custard type pies, made with. a 
pre-baked crust, need about 25 min- 
utes in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees) for cooking, to set the cus- 
tard, Fruit pies with a ‘pre-baked 
crust need from 25 to 30 minutes in 
a moderately hot oven 375 to 400 de- 
grees). Double-crust fruit 
without the crust baked first need 
about 35 minutes in a hot oven (425 
degrees) or a little longer if the fruit 
is one that doesn’t cook tender in 
that time, 

If more dough Is made up ahead 
of time than can be used at once, 
it may be kept over a day or two 


in the refrigerator, It will be easi- ie 


er to roll out if it is-taken out 
the refrigerator a little ahead -of 
time to let it “warm up” a bit, 
Smaller pieces of pastry are need- 
ed for fruit dumplings or turnovers.

Capt. J. R. Hann of the Adjutant- 
General’s department said that an 
inquiry by the department indicat- 
ed no condition calling for troops 
or State intervention and that the 
situation was one for local author- 
ities to handle. He said local offi- 
cers informed the department that 
McDowell's force had stopped work 
on the contract, temporarily, at 
least.

REPORTERS JOUR AREA

Evidence That Tokyo Troops 
Fled in Disorder Leaving 
Munitions and Supplies. 


HENGYANG, Hunan Province, 
China, Oct. 26 (AP).—Gen. Pai 
Chung-hsi, considered one of 


China’s ablest military strategists, 
today predicted a new Japanese 
offensive southward from Hankow 
as soon as the invading forces re- 
cover from recent heavy losses. 

Chinese assert that the Changsha 
offensive, which Gen. Chiang Kai- 
shek’s troops turned back two 
weeks ago, cost Japan heavily in 
man-power and morale. 

Evidence presented to foreign 
correspondents during a week’s 
tour of the Hunan battlefields ap- 
peared to support Chinese claims 
that the Japanese retreated hastily 
and in disorder. Along the entire 
route north of Changsha abandoned 
Japanese munitions and other sup- 
plies were found. 

The Japanese have taken new 
positions about 80 miles north of 
Changsha near the Yangtze. 

Gen. Pai, deputy chief of the 
Chinese General Staff, said after 
touring the region that he thought 
it would take the Japanese two 
months to recover from the Chang- 
sha campaign and that they would 
launch a new drive either in the 
same direction or westward up the 
Yangtze valley toward Ichang. 

Newspaper men also saw evi- 
dence of the recuperative powers of 
Northern Hunan, a rich agricul- 
tural area which often is called 
China’s rice basket. Peasants were 
quickly returning to farms and vil- 
lages which a few days previously 
| had been deserted because of the 
warfare.

chphyton, 

I have done a good deal of this 
pooh-poohing myself, and in partial 
restitution I should like to say that 
science now has found that there is 
something in the acid idea. The lat- 
est treatment of these forms of 
athlete’s foot is to attempt to 
change the chemical reaction of the 
local tissues. 

There is a great variety of fungi 
which cause the trouble, and that 
fact has produced many methods of 
treatment. They do not all respond 
to the same germicide. But they all 
grow best in a slightly-acid medium, 
and stop growing or die out in an

IRST there was the dream. 
F ‘She sat -up- shuddering, 
clutching at a darkness which 
still retched. and heaved.

Here she 
was, a sensible, healthy woman, 
sleeping quietly in her familiar 
room. 

She 
was in some far bedlam of dark- 
ness, disorder and frenzied fear.

ling moans ... the loom of some- 
thing tall and toppling through the 
night, with people clinging to its 
sides ... howling insanely . . . drop- 
ping .. . dropping. Then “this 
shocked wakening. 
“Just .a dream,” her husband 
snorted, marveling at the hysteria 
of a usually serene lady. ... But 
he did not say “dream” when they 
waked to screaming headlines, tell- 
ing the story of the shipwrecked 
Titanic, giving details identical to 
that midnight madness.
